HOMESTEAD (Pa:,) Jan. 20.— The em- 
ployeés of the Homestead steel plant have 
stolen a march on the company, and the 
Amalgamated Association has again se- 
cured à foothold in the works by the or- 
ganization of at least one lodge,,the first 
since the break of the big strikeof 1892. 

The organization was necessarily accom- 
plished with much secrecy, and it is un- 


| derstood that only the most trustworthy 


in each of the departments wee selected 
tor the initial step, and through them it 
is expected to regain the old-time power 
of the association in the mill. Then the 
original charters of the ‘mills which ex- 
isted prior to the famous strike will prob- 
ably be returned to the officers. The lodge 
already organized is, what is termed a gen- 
eral lodge, which will embrace workers of 
all kinds. From this lodge they will be 
graduated into the sub-lodge, to be or- 
ganized in each department.. 

That the combination spirit is rife 
among the men was evidenced he te the at- 
today. Be- 
tween 1000 and 1200 men were present. 
President Garland, of the Amalgamated 
Association, was made president of the 
meeting, and the newspaper men were 
made secretaries. No more open meet- 
ings will be held, and the work in 55 
fevers” will be done in strictest secrecy.

One yaw! that. was upset srantie pas- 
sengers was full of women and children, | 
and all are thought to be lost. There 
were fifteen cabin and thirty deck passen- 
gers and a crew of sixty on board. The 
surviving passengers think that at least 
thirty-five were lost. The cabin and up- 
per works of the boat floated away. 
pilot-house was towed ashore at Rockport. 
The City of Owensboro got out part of the 
cabin freight from the cabin deck. 

In less than ten minutes from the time 
the boat struck she had gone down. At 
Rockport. and bere, as well as at interme- 
diate points the bank is lined with skiffs, 
picking up pieces of furniture and watch- 
‘ing for dead bodies, but the current was 
too swift ‘for small craft to go out far. 

No names of those drowned can be 
learned here. The boat is a total loss. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


LOUISVILLE (Ky.,) Jan. 20.—The Cin- 
cinnati and New Orleans Packet steamer 
State of Missouri was sunk in the Ohio 
River just below Alton, Ind., Saturday 
evening. just after 6 o’clock, and it is be- 
lieved that. at least ten lives were lost. 
The vessel struck a sharp rock and ripped 
the 
the other. In less than five minutes she 
was a complete wreck. * 

The crew and passengers, nearly one 
hundred in all, were paralyzed at the shock, 
and nothing could be done, thefyessel be- 
ing soon almost completely un water. 
The upper deck broke away and floated off. 
Nearly everybody jumped into the river 
and made for shore, some hundred yards 
away. The vessel left Cincinnati for New 
Orleans Friday afternoon. She had on, 
board twenty passengers, a crew of be- 
tween seventy-five and eighty. Most of 
the crew were negroes.

One man rescued four passengers on a 
mule, which swam ashore. The passen- 
gers were all ticketed through to New Or- 
leans. The trip was uneventful until the 
dreaded point known as Horseshoe Bend, 
near Alton, Ind., was reached. “Here the 
pilot slowed ‘down, as the current was very 
swift, and turned his wheel so as to avoid 
an obstruction n as Bullock Rock. 
The rudders failed to respond to the wheel 
and there was a grinding, crashing sound. 
The boat was first lifted on one side, as 
she struck, and slid along the rock; then 
she settled down and began to careen. 

There was time to think, 60 fast did 
she go down. Everybody rushed for the 
upper decks. There was a flash of fire 
from the furnaces, and a cry that the boat 
was afire. This added to the terror of the 
passengers, and they and the crew began 
to jump into the water. ‘Thirty-five of 


-them swam to a clump of willows opposite 


Hardman’s Landing, and clung to the trees 
until Hardman came out in a boat and 
took them to his house on the bank. Thir- 
teen managed to secure the boat's yaw! 
and floated down to Alton. Many of the 
crew were not lucky enough to get to the 
upper deck, and they went down with the 
boat. It is believed at least ten, if not 
more, were drowned. 

McCabe, the barkeeper, and most of 
those named above, were picked up at 
Hardman’ s Landing and came back to 
Louisville tonight. _McCabe says that the 
wreck was something awful, and the ex- 
periences of those rescued were dreadful. 
The officers kept as cool as possible under 
the circumstances, but there was little 
time to think and none in which to act. 


A TELEGRAPH OPERATOR TO THE 
SCENE. 


LOUISVILLE (Ky.,) Jan. 20.—The fol- 


lowing facts have been learned from 


Night Manager Arnold, of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, concerning the 
reported sinking of the steamer State of 
Missouri: 

The scene of the accident is at the 
mouth of Wolf Creek, which is twenty- 
two miles from Stephensport, Ky. We 
have sent an operator to Stephensport 
with the reporters. Owensboro is out of 
reach of the scene of the accident. The 
steamer is reported to have sunk and a 
number of lives lost, but outside of that 
we have no reliable information, and do 
mot expect anything until late on ac- 
count of the scene of the accident being 
in such a remote place. 

“Our man left here at 6:30, and will 


reach Stephensport at 9:10 o’clock. From 
Stephensport to the scene of the accident | 
is twenty-two miles. They have no des- 


CINCINNATI O., Jan. 20.—Commodore 
Laidley and Capt. Wise, officers of the 
Cincinnati, Memphis and New. Orleans 
Packet Company that owned the State of 
Missouri, insist that they have reports’ 
from their officers on the wrecked steamer 


_ Stating that the boat and the entire cargo 


are an entire loss, but they do not believe 
that any passengers were lost. It is im- 
possible to get track of all who reached 
either bank of the river, but they report 
that the officers are of the opinion that the 
‘passengers will be accounted for. 

One of the pilots telegraphed his family 
that they had a hard time getting to 
shore, but that no lives were lost. The 
State of Missouri left this city last Friday. 
Most of her crew are from this city and 


near him, but was powerless to act. One | Private dispatches from them ‘to their 


friends and families, as well as from Capt. 
Wise, say they are safe and that no lives 
were lost. 

The Enquirer’s special says five men 
were rescued tonight below the scene of 
the wreck.

ONLY PERSONS LOST WERE ROUST- 

ABOUTS. 

LOUISVILLE (Ky.,) Jan. 20.—C. F. 
Hicks, general agent of the Memphis, New 
Orleans and Cincinnati Packet Company, 
returned from Stephensport, Ky., He re- 
ports that there were only nine passengers 
aboard the steamer when she went down 
and it is believed that none of them were 
lost. The boat had a full crew of about 
fifty men: 

The latest information obtainable is to 
the effect that the only persons Jost were 
roustabouts. The number is not beiieved 
to be over five. The boat and targo will 
be a total loss. Her cabin capacity was 
fifty rooms and she had a freight capacity 
of 18,000 tons. 

The boat was running about twenty 
miles an hour and, on account of the swift 
current, she got away from the pilot's con- 
trol as she was rounding Bullock’s Point. 
She crasbed into the rocks and soon went 
to pieces. 
| HAS BEEN DOWN BEFORE. 
KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) Jan. 20.—The State | 
of Missouri was built at Madison, Ind., 
in 1890, by a Kansas City syndicate for the 


Missouri River trade, at a cost of $40,000. 


She was one of a trio of fine steamers 
built by the same company, the State of 
Kansas and the Almazon being the others. 
She was 250 feet long, with a forty-four- 
foot beam and six-foot hold. She was 
never launched on the Missouri, but was 
placed on the Ohio and Mississippi, plying 


_between Cincinnati and New Orleans, with 


occasional trips to St. Louis. The Kansas 
City syndicate was compelled to sell the 


‘State of Kansas to enable the company to 


continue business. Then followed the fa- 
tal loss by sinking of the Almazon and 
her cargo at Friar’s Point, Miss., Jan- 
uary 4, 1894.

“Second Clerk Charles Howard of Padu- 
cah, Ky., was saved, and also the captain, 
but the rescued passengers scored him bit- 
terly for not attempting to save the boat. 
There was a passenger en route to Cairo 
injured. Pell and his son were the pilots, 
and both were saved. The young man 
One of the engineers 
was saved. The mate of the steamer, 
by helping a drownipg man with an oar, 
managed to save every man im the boat, 
and when he was found he was waist deep 
in mud and almost dead. 

“Two minutes before the accident the 
captain was in the pilot house ani re- 
marked that the boat was easy to steer 
and that the work was easy. I went to 
the next deck, and then a cloud of steam 
enveloped everything by the bursting of 
steam pipes, and the yelling of people 
causing terror everywhere. If there 
was a command given by anybody I did 
not hear it. One lady named Ong of Phil- 
adelphia got ashore by swimming on a 
negro’s back. I found when I got to shore 
a negro hanging to a willow bush by his 
teeth, dead. He had struggled long in the 
water and died just when he was pga 
to be saved.“ 

The first clerk of the boat is now at 
Alton insane.

Since we are compelled to go out, the 
newspapers, subsidized by the railroad 
stock issued by foreign corporations in 
order to swindle the State out of the taxes, 
have persistently misrepresented our posi- 
tion and exaggerated every action com- 
mitted in our name. They have terrorized 
the community with fabricated accidents; 
with acts of violence and have failed to 
state that the accidents were at the in- 
stigation of the companies’ agents to thus 
seek to discredit our cause. : 

Miserable creatures have been recruited 
from the outcasts of other communities on 
promises to pay them 60 cent. more 
wages than were received the former 
employees. The cars are not yet running, 
in spite of the military and poilce. Not be- 
cause of our violence, but because the 
companies cannot get skilled men to work 
for them upon their terms as to what shall 
constitute a day’s work. 

“The companies’ officers do not want to 
‘operate t@eir roads as long as they can 
hoodwink the Mayor and the public. If 
they did, every wheel without the help of 
the police and militia wold be running in 
an hour. The strike, heartless as it is, 
is caused by those who wish to depreciate 
the stock of the company held by out- 
siders. When the stock gets low enough 
it will be bought by those on the inside. 
Then the roads will begin to run again. 
You and we are made to suffer, that a 
few may grow rich. Thus it has been 
when stock dilutors, widow and orphan 
robbers, seek to get hold of a valuable 
property cheaply." Today we are their sac- 
rifice; tomorrow it will be others. In the 
interests of peace, we appeal to you, citi- 
zens and taxpayers of Brooklyn.“ 

A serious clash occurred at 10 o’clock 
tonight between the soldiers and strikers 
at the car stables of the Atlantie- avenue 
road at Twenty-ninth street and Fifth ave- 
nue.

NOT A TRICK. 


BARRETT SCOTT LYNCHED SURE 
ENOUGH. 


The Body of Holt County’s Default- 
ing Treasurer Found in the Nio- 
brara River with a Rope 
Around the Neck.

OMAHA, (Neb.,) Jan. 20.—A Bee special 
from O’Neill says that the body.of Bar- 
rett Scott, Holt county’s defaulting treas- 
urer, who was lynched December 31, was 
found in Niobrara River at midnight with 
a rope around his neck. He had been 
hanged. 

The Coroner's jury found that Scott had 
been hanged, and that George Mullihan, 
Mosés Elliott and Bert Roy, those now 
under arrest and other Holt county citi- 
zens composed the mob. 

The ice in the river was cut where the 
trail of the lynchers hhd been followed. 
Yesterday and today 100 men were on the 
scene, dragging the river. The body was 
lying in several feet of water and only 
a short distance from the bank. The, body 
bore evidence that the victim was dead 
when cast into the water. Around his 
neck was a piece of rope about three 
feet long, a noose around the neck in true 
hangman’s style. 

The other end bore evidence of having 
been cut, showing that Scott had been 
hanged until he was dead and then cut 
down and cast lato the river. The dody 
was minus a coat, but his watch and 
chain and other jewelry, which was on his 
person on the night of the tragedy, were 
still there. The face of the deceased con- 
firmed the truth of the story told by Mrs. 
Scott to the effect that, in the fusillade 
which preceded her husband’s capture, he 
was slightly wounded gn the side of the 
face. 
The crime for which Barrett Scott paid 


year was the embezzlement of $70,000 bt 
the funds of Holt county and the subse- 
quent wrecking of the Holt County Bank, 
practically impoverishing nearly all of 
the farmers and business men in Holt 
county. The amounts stolen from these 
confiding people are variously estimated 
at an aggregate of $160,000. .

BOSTON, Jan. 20.—The American Board 
of Foreign Missions, representing Congre- 
gational churches, knowing the value of 
his opinions in the war between China and 
Japan, has solicited.an expression of them 
from the Rev. Henry “Blodgett, D.D., of 
Peking; who has spent forty. years in the 
service of the board and rty’ years in 
Peking. He is now in this country. Dr. 
Blodgett has résponded to the request of 
the. board of follows: 

Among the common people. very little . 
is known regarding either the. causes. of 
the war or the facts occurring in its 
progress and the wiMest.and. most. absurd 
rumors are afloat. In Japan, on the con- 
trary, everything is published, and some 
things which do not océcur, in their num- 
erous newspapers, and ‘their cities and 
towns are. illuminated at every victory 
over the Chinese. In consequence, partly, 
of this, the most. intense enthusiasm: for 
the. war prevails, even the girls and boys 
in. their schools practicing military drills. 
On ͤ to Peking’ was the cry everywhere 
as we passed through that country. Will 
the Japanese reach Peking? They bave 
fought well ald are very. brave. ‘They 

e gained many victories; they have 
still a great work before them. In early 

January they had not taken Yingatu, 
which: is the port of Niu-Chang, aad is 
more than three hundred miles by land 
northeast of Peking. During the = 
ter the army corps marching from 
present position toward Peking, must be 
cutoff from communication with the sea. 
Coolies from Japan must carry its muni- 
tions of war and supplies for its commmis- 


gary. 
The weather is cold, the mercury ta- 


ing as low as zero, or even lower than 


this. Fierce winds sweep down from the 
north and the ground occasionally is cov- 
ered by a fall of snow. Already we hear 
of the Japanese army suffering from the 
cold. It would not be. strange if the 
Chinese’ soldiers, who are accustomed to 
this climate, should recover a little ccur- 
age and offer serieus resistance to the 
progress of ‘the Japanese. The. boast of 
the Japanese was that they would reach 
Peking in November. As things now 
stand. it seems improbable that they can 
actomplish this during the winter. , 

„What has been written is on the sup- 

position that the war is to be continued. 
But meantime negotiations, for peace are 
going forward. What will be the result 
of these? We believe that they will be 
successful. The treaty powers desire 
peace and will use their influence to se- 
cure it. China is ready for peace, even 
on huwiliating terms. Japan, consider- 
position-she has already 
attained, » consent to give up ber 
march on Peking and grant terms of 
peace such as can be accepted. 

“Yet these terms may be somewhat dit- 
ficult to find. They involve the interests 
ot European powers as well as those 6f 
China and Japan. The great Siberian 
railway will be finighed in a few years. 
Win Russia be satisfied to have Vladivo- 
stock, a port which is closed by ice four 


months out of the year, as the terminus of 


this railway on the seaboard? Will she 
not wish for her eee railway. 
a port further south, which is open all 


the year; that is to sag, a port of Korea? 


But such a port would make Russia 
the leading power on the western border 
of China and in the Pacific Ocean. Will 
England consent to such an arrangement? 
Will France and Germany consent? Will 
China and Japan consent? Korea is a sec- 
ond Constantinople. The only solution of 
the difficulty in regard to her seems to be 
to give autonomy to the nation, autonomy 
granted by all the powers. As for For- 
mosa, great Britain and France would poth 
oppose the cession of that island to Japan 
should such a proposal be made. It is a 
matter of course that a heavy war indem- 
nity should be sought. by Japan, and to 
this claim China. will be. compelled to 


agree. 
„What has been the effect of the war on 
missionary work and on the Chinese gen- 
erally, and what is Ifkely to ne the effect 
after the return of peace?

of vinegar, oil, pepper and salt. Mayon- 
naise is a trifle too heavy for the fibers 
of oranges, but -it serves excellently on 
shaddocks (or grape fruits,) that do not 
possess.so delicate a baer as their 

smaller relatives. 

When preparing the latter. tt is wiser 
to cut the slices, into quarters, innocent 
of rind, for otherwise they are unwieldly.

MINING IN CALIFORNIA. 


| THE OUTLOOK FOR THIS INDUS- 


TRY VERY ENCOURAGING. 


The Resumption of Hydraulic Min- 
ing Will Do Much for the State. 
One Effect of the Finan- 
cial Stress. 


— 


The financial stress which overshadowed 
the country in 1803 was felt in California, 
albeit not to the same extent as elsewhere, 
apd there have been redeeming features 
about that trouble that will ever make last 
year memorable in the annals of this coun- 

try, that will undoubtedly result in per- 
manent good and 0 prosperity to 
the Golden State. 

Whatever effect the depreciation of i- 
ver may have had in intensifying the mon- 

~etary stringency certain it is that a large 
amount of capital was diverted from ‘the 
silver States to California and Arizona and 
have helped to develop gold properties that 
are today yielding a large return, albeit 
little is heard about them. 

One particular branch of the mining in- 
dustry has been quietly receiving attention 
that by sheer force of necessity for years 
was neglected. In the Governor’s message, 
submitted to the Legislature in 1855, it 
was stated that there were 1164 miles of 
canals and ditches for conveying water to 
miners, and that $2,294,000 capital had 
been invested in the enterprise. This 
statement was subsequently supplemented 
by the assertion that eighty-three organi- 
zations had incorporated for conveying 
water to miners, and that these repre- 
sented a nomintl capital of $13,823,200. 
And all this previous to January 1, 1855. 

In the forty-six years since the reputed 
discovery of gold in California by Marshall, 
this State has produced, approximately, 
$1,350,000,000 in builion. it has deen an 
important factor in the of. the 
entire country, and was the resource 
which enabled the United States govern- 
ment during the Civil War, and also sub- 
sequent to the war, to pay the interest in 
gold upon the nation’s bonds. In hy- 
draulic mining, however, the valley lands 
suffered; the rich alluvium was covered with 
sand and gravel to a depth of several feet, 


damage to a minimum. Finally legal ac- 
tion was brought against mine owners by 
upland land owners, and by the Federal 
government in the interests of navigation, 
resulting in the practical suppression of 
hydraulic mining in those portions of ‘the 
State wherein owners of valuable land 
might suffer damage. At a comparatively

and levees had to be built to reduce such 
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sion of army engineer officers, known as 
the Debris Commission, with power to 
permit the resumption of this branch of 
mining, providing proper means as to 
dams for restraining the etritus were 
erected. Since the organization of this com- 
mission, about two years ago, eighty ap- 
plications have been made for permission 
to mine, and fifty-two have been granted; 
during the year ending September 30, 1894. 
about 1,500,000 cubic yards of auriferous 
earth were washed. This is only about 4 

r cent. of the volume of earth mined in 

880, when there were no restrictions in 
force. But gradually the old hydraulic 
companies are resuming work under the 
terms of the new law, and the bullion out- 
put of the State is going to increase very 
largely. 

Gold is reported to have been found in 
Los Angeles county as early as 1833, and 
in the Santa Clara Valley, and five years 
later gold was found in the San Fernando 
Mountains, twenty miles distant from the 
city. As these discoveries gained little 
publicity, no attention was paid to them 
at the tim 
Sieraa Madre Mc 
found, while silver has been found in the 
Santa Susana Mountains, twenty miles 
north from San Fernando. In 1880, when 
no mills or smelters were in the southern 
country, the Santiago mine yielded ar- 
gentiferous galena ore assaying from $95 
to $390. Two years later gold was found 
near Anaheim in the mountains, and min- 
ers made excellent wages at washing on 
the placer grounds. While the output of 
the county has shown an annual decrease 
since 1880, it is not altogether on account 
of both capital and labor being diverted 
into other and more remunerative chanp- 
nels, but in 1889 Orange county was 
created, and the gold product of that 
county, previously credited to Los Ange- 
les, in some measure accounts for the de- 
cline.

R 
logical to presume that, before long, ail © 
the phases of the oil market in cities in 
the petroleum centers at the Nast may be 
witnessed in Los Angeles. For it is rea- 
sonable to believe and conclude that the : 
production of petroleum of today is but 
the beginning of the enterprise and output 
im California. 

The little pocket in the oil fleld on the 
hill, covering three or four city blocks, 
does not embrace all the petroleum terti- 
tory in this vicinity. The metes and 
bounds of this district have not been laid 
down as yet. It is the history of oil fleids - 
in this country that such pocksts belong 
to a system of bréaks, whose ramifications 
have never yet been fully defined. The 
march of the derricks, with the touch of 
elbows, so to speak, from Northwestern 
Pennsylvania down the Ohio Valley for 
300 miles, thence across the State of Ohio 
to the borders of Indiana and Michigan, 
and still moving on, demonvirates the 
wide extent of the distribution ot petrol- 
eum, and yet it has often been announced, 
“cornered,”” and the production failing, if 
not practically exhausted. Many cases are 
at hand and can be given, where old fields 
once productive, but abandoned and pro- 
nounced exhausted, have been re-exploited 
with deeper borings, or in new lines of 
direction, with greater success Was 
had in the first strikes. This history will 
repeat itself in Southern California. The 
oil break will be found in time to kad in 
some direction, through the city and oujt 
into the open country. 5 

The heavy character of the oil, and the 
weak pressure of the gas, indicate the 
improbability of phenomenal ‘“gushers,”’ 
at least at the present level of not over 
1000 feet. Deeper boring will follow 
sooner or later, with the possibility of 
lighter oil, and the probability of a greater ~~ 
pressure and flow of gas. But the Produ. 
tion can and will be materially increased © 
at the present depths of wells. The vital 
question will then be—even is now— what 
should be done with this crude petroleum 
in order to get the greater money value 
for it, and furnish employment to the 
greater number of men? If sold for fuel 
purposes, the enterprise will be unre- 
munerative and, languish, and California 
petroleum will cut no figure in the com- 
merce of the world. It should be fe 
fined. To this end distilleries should be 
erected in Los Angeies, and all the sepa- 
rate products run off and tanked, which is 
the first step in the process of refining the ~~ 
various commodities found in rock ceil. = 
There is not one product distilled from 
petroleum that does not sell for a’ bigher 
price in the market than crude oil from 
first hands for fuel purposes. 

The character of petroleum in California 
is not gee as will give large results in 
napthas and kerosehe in the process of 
peor te but it will yield a small per- 
centage of these products, a considerable 
quantity of gas distillates and a 
amount of lubricants of excellent quality, ~~ 
besides a residuam of asphaltum, hien 
goes readily into commerce for various 
uses.

WEATHER NOTES. 


‘Whatever discomfort may have been 
experienced during the past week of in- 
clemeht weather should have been recom- 
pensed by this matchless day. Those who - 
arose before 9 this mornigg' and looked 
upon the moutains saw a sight that was 
at once awful, impressive and dazzlingly 
beautiful.

SAN BERNARDINO, Jan. 20.—(Special 
The aftermath of the 
storm is a bright, sunny day, with paved 
streets washed to uncommon cleanliness, 
plenty of mud on the outskirts of the town, 
except on the gravelly roads of the higher 
lands, that are all the better for the pound- 
ing down they received from the hydraulic 
pressure they have been subjected to dur- 
ing the past few days. Railroad beds are 
not improved by the wetting they received, 
but are soft and dangerous in spots, and | | 
trains are compelled to run slow, the loop 
train for instance, on the schedule time 
of fifty-five minutes, took two hours and 
twenty minutes for the trip. The Santa 
Fe bridge, partially waslied out over Lytle 
Creek, was put in order Friday night, but 
needed attention again last night after 
the heavy rainfall of yesterday. 


The motor bridge over Lytle Creek lost 


all supports except at each end, and made 
an excellent suspension bridge for foot 
passengers, as long as the fishplates held. 
Connection was made over it by transfer 
to teams for-the half-mile trip on this 
side. The channel of the creek washed 
out to several hundred feet in width, as 
the banks and bed are only sand, and the 
motor roadbed was nearly washed out to 
the east of the bridge, almost letting the 
track down into the flood. It will take a 
great amount of work to repair track and 
bridge to the condition they were in before 
the flood. 


The Redlands motor made regular trips 


until last hight, when it had to stop. Four 
bents of the Southern Pacific main line 
bridge over the Santa Ana River went out 
and repairs are being attended to by a 
large force today.
